Charles E. Wright 
Dies; Well Known 
Business Lieader 

Charles Edwin Wright. 56. 
Norfolk business and political 
leader and widely known in Vir- 
ginia Beach and Princess Anne 
County, died Sunday at a Nor- 
folk hospital following a lingering 
illness. 

His funeral, held Tuesdiv from 
the HoUoman Brown Funeral 
Home In Norfolk, attracted pol- 
itical leaders frdm a wide area, 
including Senator A. Willis ttob- 
ertson, a close friend of Mr. 
Wright's for many years. 

Mr. Wright, who suffered from 
heart trouble in recent years, was 
knblvti throughout the area for 
his ability in heading political 
and Other dampaigns in the pub- 
lie weal. He was director of the 
headquarters for Democratic Gub- 
natorlal Nominee Thomas B. 
Stanley in the primary early this 
year. This was his last major rote 
in politics. 

A member of the Norfolk City 
council from 1944 to 1946, Mr. 
Wright was best known, outside 
of the political arena, as an auto- 
mobile dealer. He actually began 
his business career at the age of 
10, during the Jamestown Ex- 
position, when he started hand- 
ling advertising for the People's 
Navigation Line, a firm which in 
1907 operated paddle-wheel 
steamers between Norfolk and 
Pine Beach. 

It was in the following year, 
after school, that he assisted his 
father in the latter's automobile 
agency. It was a career he was 
to follow the balance of his life. 
On two occasions he served as 
president Of th<i Norfolk-Ports- 
mouth Automobile Dntlers As- 
sociation and once as president 
of the State asaocUlition. 

An ardent Democrat, Mr- 
Wright showed a capacit;^ tor 
politics in his early life and ynia 
a candidate for City Couhcil in 
1940 whm he jdned with pthers 
in an attempt to unseat the en 
trenched administration forees. 
He lost by a narrow usargin, %nd

Our mortality rate has fallen 
from 26-29 percent previously to 
16 percent during the last year 
or two. This we attribute to the 
new drugs being used. However, 
these cases are not cured. A large 
percentage who formerly died do 
not become sputum negative in 
spite of their longevity of life 
being Increased. Therefore, the 
patients tie up beds longer which 
makes less room for admission. 
These patients will stay anywhere 
from six months to twelve years, 
the average being about two and 
one half years."

In ad- 
dition to Piedmont, hospitals are 
located at Catawba and Charlot- 
tesville.

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A Virginia attraction that is 
relatively new to the travel scene 
In the old Dominion is the Oeorge 
P. Coleman Memorial Bridge, at 
Yorktown and Gloucester Point. 

The gigantic bridge spans the 
york River quite majestically and 
in its shadows lie some of the 
finest historic attractions in the 
State. 

To cross the bddge itself is an 
experience, providing the motor- 
ist a skyline ride which allows a 
panoramic view of much of that 
historic area. It is the world's 
largest double-span swing bridge, 
a«:ording to the State Highway 
Cffpartment. 

The Bridge Is on U. 8. Route 17. 
which swings southward from 
along the banks of the Rappahan- 
nock River to Glocester Point, 
across to Yorktown end across 
the Junes River to Portsmouth 
and then South. 

There are many routes a mot- 
orist can take to get to the bridge, 
but he should travel through 
Oloucester Court House tf see 
the old enclosed county govern- 
ment b^illdlngs. The road there 
circles right around tha^'lQlMi^. 
m whleh MvertltNilttllngs are 
enclosed by a brick watt, includ- 



ing a debtors' prison. Very few 
of thpse .'squares still exist hi this 
country. Although It is interesting 
to note that there is a trend in 
modem traffic engineering to- 
ward building traffic circles now. 

Another idea the motorist on 
the tr'.p should consider is the 
picnicking. With the warm wea- 
ther still armmd, eating along 
the banks of the York provides 
a nice, opportunity to break up 
the trip for a short rest from 
driving. 

The nest picnicking is found on 
the Yorktown side of the river, 
at a parking area along the Col- 
onial Parkway. Because motorists 
are not allowed to park On the 
grass along the parkway, he will 
have to be satisfied with the park- 
ing area. But it is easy to find, 
and affords one of the best views 
along the enW;e parkway. 

The parkway itself Is a eool 
lane aling the rivet, providing a 
beautiful] array of scenery.

Husband of the local 
Red Cross blood program chair- 
man, Captain Hill is the father 
of three children,' Arthur, Jr., 
Sally and Virginia, and he is 
well atvare of the need <A ilo^ 
to further the ever increasing use 
of serum for poKp prayentioh. 

This naval offl6ef Is the first 
of many mUitary men who are 
expected to transfer the giving of 
blood to civilian outlets. The im- 
portance of this change was 
realised with the recent an- 
nouncement of RC President E. 
Roland Harrlman. "During the 
coming year, Mr. Harrlman said 
"the 4S Red Cross regional cen- 
ters will have the responsibility 
for collectin.it 3,100,000 pints of 
blood including an estimated de- 
fense requirement of 1,300,000 
pints.

Tht life? ftf a four year college to be located in the Tide- 
crater area has met wi|h almost complete approval l^ cities, 
lowm ami organiations within the area and the latest prc^iosal 
Itait suck a Oritege be located at Virginia Be«;h in Princess 
Ame County — makes the proposition even more intriguing. 

Just the thought of locating such an educational institu- 
tion n Vvginia Beach might sound like wishful thinking but 
^ proposal is loaded with sound arguments for such a I0C9- 
ticm wU) the exact site included. ^ 

The su^estion is that the college utilized the State-owned 
property at Camp Pendleton, just to die south of Virginia 
Mach. The suggestion is sound when it is considered that the 
Slate already owns some 1600 beautiful acres qf land at Camp 
Pemfleum, which gives ample land area for future develop- 
meiM. 

To further the proposal there is the matter of utilities 
afready available at Camp Pendleton including water, sewers^e 
and electricity which b a sizable expense item in an undertak- 
n^ ^ this fH-opcntion. , 

The more serioas thought given to the idea of establishing 
a four year college in this area would indicate that a more 
suitable site could hardly be found than the Camp Pendleton 
site and with the existin i buildings and other services already 
there it makes the proposal a very sound one, indeed. 

FRfiDOM CAN BE TAXED AWAY 

This is a story of freedom and butter — and how easily 
our freedoni can be taxed away. It is a story of butter, and 
parity, and taxes, and freedom. 

The "parity" prices of butter bears little relation to the 
free market price of butter. We know this ev6n though we do 
not know what the free market price is. We know it because 
for quite a long time consumers have refused to buy in the 
market all of the butter that farmers are encouraged to produce 
at the "parity" price. Likewise, we would know it if there were 
to be a shortage of butter causing consumers to bid the price 
far above "parity." This has happened, too but only for a' 
short time. 
Freedoni Not to Buy 

Consumes are free people when they enter the market 
place. They are free to substitute the purchase of one product 
for another. Their substitutions are based on their own indivi- 
dual idea of vahies. Their values are relative si^ice they have 
^ no formulas to tell them whjlt is"^"just" or "fair," or on a par 
flf fSt "psrtfy" With ^ttfeflilfr|. They c6ftsftfef tfremsefves itee 
to select according to their tastes, their pocketbooks, the price 
of- other things. They arc Iree NOT to buy, as well as to buy. 
Consumers are free to determine the value dt butter in their 
own mtimation. The value they place on butter and the value 
of butter determined by legislatidn do not coiAcide. If these 
values should coincide, it \Vomd be largely a matter of chaifce. 
The result at t>rdsent is a surplus of butted that cahnOt be m\& 
at a grilse liefttctifig "parity" to the producer. 
"Pcrsoading" the Consumer 

If a j)rice Is to be set by legislationy rathjer^than by con- 
sumililjif 1^ nnilfittplace, sorne meaos mm ^ toand Ut 
force $m\iiHeta tti bliy the product at^thfe fixed price— to 
comfit meWl to bWy more or less than they wotild OtfienVis* 
buy. This calls for some kind of coercion. In times of short- 
age, ^tioning intfy be used. In times of surplus some means 
of f^ing people to buy the comfnftdity becomes necessary. 

One meaTU of forcing consumers to buy surplus butter 
would be to i)a« a law requiring eve^one to eat butter instead 
of substitutes. Of course, it would be necessary to prescribe 
the amO^t each sHoiild eat, say 16 pounds per year; other- 
wiso, someone might eat just a little butter to comply with 
the law but not enough to use up the surplus.. Such a law 
mlpt bS diffiedit to enforce in a free country. There would 
have to be some rnCdical exemption certificates issued to cer- 
nfin eoAsuffiers fo^ dietary reasons. Various butter "bureaus" 
AiighV be needed. Such doings would probably be froWned 
on, and would not be popular with the people, t'hey might 
feel that their freedom to buy or not to buy butter was being 
violated. The devil take it! they might say. 

There is a much better way to accomplish the same thing 
— ^a painless Way to "persuade" consumers into buying butter 
whether thfiy want it or not — a way to induce consumers to 
buy not otily the butter at legislated price but the substitutes 
as wdl. The m«;ans is very simple— TAXATION. The gov- 
enrntem buys the surolus with the consumprs tax money while 
thfe consumer buys the substitutes in the market place. Thus 
the consamer btrvs both the butter aikd the substitute.

CROP 
REPORT 

GENERAL: Fall harvest opera- 
tions made favorable progress 
during the week ending Septem- 
ber 18, but lack of sufficient rain- 
fall caused pastures to decline 
slightly, according to the weather 
and crop report issued Jointly by 
the U. S. Weather Bureau, County 
Agents, Vocational Agricultural 
Instructors, and the Virginia Co- 
operative Crop Reporting Service. 

WEATHER: Rainfall showed 
wide variation but was very light 
in southwestern, southern and 
southeastern counties. Only seven 
stations of the 39 reporting re- 
corded more tl^yn one inch and 
these stations were in central and 
eastern counties. Temperatures 
averaged below normal. Light 
frost occurred on the 14th in 
many mountain areas of the 
EQuthwest, , but little if any dam- 
age to crops resulted. Many sta- 
tions reported below 40 degrees 
on several nights. 

CROPS: Pastures showed slight 
MilH-ovement in the western, cen- 
tral, and eastern countieA but de- 
clined rapidly in the southwest 
and in the southern and south- 
eastern areas.

DRY SEASON MAY CUT ^ 
CORN, OTHER CROPS 

This has been the driest year 
since IMO for matay counties of 
Vlrgbila. Most farmers have per- 
haps wondered how many acre9 
of Corn, hay and other feed crops 
win be harvested in the State or 
throughout the coimtiy or how 
many acres of soybeayis and other 
crops were harvested. The De- 
partment of Agriculture with the 
assistance of the Rural Mail Car- 
riers has developed a plan for 
securing a sample number of re- 
ports which are used in estimat- 
ing the total acreage of the vari- 
ous crops. This plan briefly Is as 
foUoUrs: 

feach Rj^al Mail Carrier is fur- 
nished about lb cards which he 
distributes Unong the farmers on 
his route. These cards ask for the 
number of acres harvested or ex- 
pected to be harvested this fall 
for the principal crops Apd also 
the total acres In the farm. About 
one farmer out of every 15 in 
Princess Anile County will receive 
one of .these card^. tt will take 
you less than 6 Qiinutes to fill 
one out I hotie that edch of you 
who received a card will immedi- 
ately fill It out and put it back to 
your mail box t6 be collected by 
your mail carrier. It will then be 
forwiarded to the Departihent of 
Agriculture.
